African nations turn toward Amin 
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ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (UPI) - 
Deadlocked African leaders seeking 
peace in Angola today turned to Ugandan 
president Idi Amin to steer the Organiza­ 
tion of African Unity past the most 
serious crisis in its 13-year history. 
Amin, the burly, controversial OAU 
chairman, cracked tension-easing jokes 
Sunday as the 46 delegations traded in­ 
sults and threats at the emergency sum­ 
mit. 
Conference sources said it would be up 
to Amin — whose election as chairman 
last year was criticized by many African 
leaders - to heal the rift over how to end 
Angola's devastating civil war. 
Thev said 22 states - two short of a 


majority — supported recognition of the 
Soviet-backed Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola in its struggle 
against two pro-Western factions in the 
former Portuguese colony. 
In a switch from its long-established 
foreign policy, normally conservative 
Nigeria led the pro-Marxist caucus and 
hailed the Soviets for their “heroic role 
in African liberation.” 
Moscow has poured arms into Angola 
and encouraged the sending of 7,500 
Cuban troops to assist the Popular Move­ 
ment against the pro-Western National 
Front for the Liberation of Angola and 
the Union for the Total Independence of 
Angola. 


The pro-Western lobby, led by 
Senegal’s poet-president Leopold 
Senghor, one of A frica's elder 
statesmen, mustered 22 votes for a 
resolution that would deny the Popular 
Movement OAU recognition and demand 
an immediate cease-fire. 
Even before the summit opened Satur­ 
day, the Popular Movement termed such 
proposals unacceptable and demanded 
its rivals surrender. 
Two states, Ethiopia and Uganda, have 
not officially declared their position thus 
far. 
Arm-twisting, closed sessions have es­ 
calated tension at the meeting, con­ 
ference sources said. They said the unity 


of 13-year-old OAU had never been so 
threatened 
Only one common factor ran through 
all the arguments, they said — condem­ 
nation of South Africa's military support 
for the pro-Western alliance. 
At Sunday’s session, National Union 
leader Jonas Savimbi said new Soviet 
arms and Cuban troops were pouring into 
Angola and appealed to the United States 
to send aid and not be "blinded by Viet­ 
nam.” 
“A big power has big responsibilities 
which Washington has abdicated,” 
Savimbi said in reference to the Senate 
vote to cut off military aid to the pro- 
Western forces

Signals show 
recession 
breaking up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The first 
economic statistics available in 1976 in­ 
clude signals that the recession is break­ 
ing up. 
Almost all the news from December 
performance checks was good but un­ 
employment remained high. On the other 
hand, employment rose. 
Here is a summary of the latest 
figures: 
unemployment: The unemployment 
rate in December was 8.3 per cent, un­ 
changed from November but down from 
the 9.2 per cent peak in May. Hie 
average rate for 1975 was 8.5 per cent, 
one of history’s worst years. In 
December about 7.8 million remained 
unemployed, although the total number 
of persons employed rose by 240,000 from 
November to 77.8 million. 
Inflation: The cost of living continued 
to rise, up 0.7 per cent in November. But 
the rate was sharply lower than in 1974. 
In November the annual rate was 8.4 per 
cent but during 1974, the cost of living in­ 
dex had risen 12.2 per cent. The rise in 
November was attributed to automobile 
insurance, mortgage interest rates, 
property taxes, natural gas and 
telephone services. 
Real earnings: After deductions and 
adjustments for inflation the average 
worker's “real” spendable earnings rose 
0.7 per cent in November. Over the year, 
real earnings were up 3.9 per cent, most­ 
ly because of the federal tax reduction. 
In November, the pickup came on the 
strength of higher hourly earnings and 
more hours worked. 
Wholesale prices: Food prices dropped 
sharply in December and the Wholesale 
Price Index dipped 0.4 per cent, the first 
decline in this inflation barometer in half 
a year. 
Outpqt: Industrial production in 
November increased 0.2 per cent, the 
seventh consecutive monthly gain, 
although it was the smallest since May 
when the upward shift began. 
Trade: The November U.S. trade 
balance showed a $1.1 billion surplus and 
for the first 11 months the surplus had 
accumulated to $10.6 billion, assuring a 
1975 record.

In Madrid, where opposition groups 
called for increased strikes and protests 
to turn today into a “day of struggle” 
the engineer of the first morning train 
linking suburban Carabanchel with the 
city reported the rails had been damaged 
by an explosion. 
Police found the blast had been caused 
by explosives and defused a total of six 
unexploded bombs along the tracks. The 
line and its stations were closed down for 
more than six hours. 
In dow ntow n M adrid and in 
Barcelona’s industrial belt, police used 
tear gas to disperse demonstrators. In 
Barcelona, 5,000 workers of the Cataluna 
Electricity Company struck in a pay dis­ 
pute. 
They promised to maintain the power 
supply, but threatened to cut it if the 
army took over. 
In Madrid, more than 30,000 metal 
workers were idled by strikes and 
lockouts. Factories closed by manag- 
ment included the Chrysler auto factory 
and the ITT-Standard electronical plant 
and research centers. Thousands of 
truck and aviation workers and bank em­ 
ployes went on strike, and construction 
workers threatened a walkout unless 
employers met their pay demands. 
The strikes and demonstrations have 
been called by underground left-wing 
groups to press pay demands. But they 
carry strong political overtones such as 
demands for trade union freedom and a 
political amnesty.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hie Supreme 
Court, with its newest justice sitting for 
the first time, today struck down a New 
York law aimed at punishing political 
candidates who make deliberate mis­ 
statements about their opponents or use 
racial invective in their campaigns. 
The justices acted in a brief order af­ 
firming a three-judge court’s decision 
that although states can forbid malicious 
campaign oratory, the New York law 
was too broad and could easily “chill” 
legitimate political speech. 
John Paul Stevens, the new member of 
the court who took the place of retired 
Justice William O. Douglas, was present 
for his first oral arguments today as the 
justices returned from a month-long 
holiday recess — bringing with them ac­ 
tions on several cases besides the New 
York campaign speech law. 
Stevens voted with a unanimous court 
to summarily affirm the lower court’s 
decision that the New York law 
regulating political speech was uncon­ 


stitutional. No opinion was issued. 
The justices faced a full workload, in­ 
cluding many important issues which 
had been postponed because Douglas was 
absent much of the past year recovering 
from a stroke. He resigned last 
November and Stevens was named to 
replace him. 
The justices also agreed to decide, 
probably in the spring, whether a state 
can let girls buy beer at age 18 but 
require males to wait until they are 21. A 
special three-judge federal panel upheld 
the Oklahoma law on grounds it was a 
reasonably means of cutting down on 
traffic accidents which involve more 
teen-age boys than girls. 
The court also dismissed an appeal up­ 
holding Connecticut’s “no-fault” auto in­ 
surance law. The justices have never 
ruled on the constitutionality of such 
laws, and the Connecticut ruling was 
based primarily on the state constitu­ 
tion. Hie Supreme Court said the case 
failed to present any “substantial 
federal question."

Medical care choked off 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A doctors’ 
strike choking off medical care in the 
nation’s second largest metropolitan 
area progresses gradually but inex­ 
orably. 
There has been no dramatic turning 
point, no emergency yet. But day by day 
the effects mount. The pressure shows in 
the waiting rooms of public hospitals, the 
only source of medical help for many of 
the area’s seven million residents. 
The doctors are striking over sharp in­ 
creases in the cost of malpractice in­ 
surance. They say they will stay out until 
a law is signed limiting their insurance 
bill to $4,000 a year. Lawmakers say that 
could take until September. 
Physicians say more doctors will join 
the strike this week. 
Some pictures of the strike: 
“I think it’s the worst thing that ever 
happened,” fumed Jeanne Zeltner in the 
waiting room of the UCLA Medical 
Center emergency room. She had two 
doctors for her 16-year-old son, who was 
born with a urological defect. One 
suspended practice entirely and the 
other — a family friend — told her to 
take him to a public hospital. 
The two hospitals within five minutes 
of her home aren’t accepting patients. At 
UCLA, they joined the lines of waiting 
patients. Four hours had gone by. “He 
should have been in a hospital bed by 
now,” said. 
While thousands of doctors stopped 
work on their own, affecting almost 100 
of the 234 private hospitals, others 
unwillingly joined them. By this week, 
3,000 hospital workers had been fired and 
another 12,000 to 14,000 were put on four- 
day weeks or given pay cuts. 


A radio network guides ambulance 
drivers through the suddenly unfamiliar 
maze of helpless hospitals the way a 
ground controller shepherds a jetliner 


through a cloudy sky. 


Administrators advise the radio dis­ 
patcher which hospitals have enough 
doctors to operate an emergency room, 
or when there is, for example, a 
neurosurgeon available on the west side. 


Hospitals with government contracts 
to operate emergency rooms were cros­ 
sed off the list because of staff shortages 
— ambulance drivers can’t decide which 
specialist an emergency case needs. ’’If 
they keep driving long enough they’ll find 
a place,” one health official said. 


The individual sick and injured do the 
same; By the hundreds every day they 
call a central number set up by the 
county medical association, to be told 
where they might find a doctor accepting 
patients. Most wind up in the public 
hospital emergency rooms. 


“I had to wait from 8 p.m. last Thurs­ 
day until Saturday morning in the sur­ 
gery line at county general hospital

because all the emergencies had to go 
first,” said Melanie Tromley, 20. 
“And all that time I couldn’t eat or 
drink anything because you can’t if 
you’re going into surgery.” With a 
broken ankle, she was not an emergency. 
Mary Ann Korn was. Her husband 
Irvin said he called “what seemed like 
50” doctors and hospitals when she deve­ 
loped severe back pains before taking 
her to UCLA. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Christian 
forces clamped a food blockade on a 
third Palestinian refugee camp today 
and Moslem snipers took up positions in 
Beirut’s tallest building in fierce fighting 
that raged across the capital despite a 
heavy rain. 
The U.S. Embassy came into the line 
of cross-fire for the third consecutive 
day today as army and security troops 
guarding the barricaded building on 
Beirut’s uptown seacoast traded fire 
with Moslem leftists a few hundred 
yards to the east, witnesses said. 
Police said at least 75 persons were 
killed and about 150 wounded during the 
past 48 hours as Christian, Moslem and 
Palestinian gunmen blazed away with 
rockets, mortars and machine guns 
across the capital from its burning su­ 
burbs to the shell-scarred, gutted hulks 
of its luxury hotels 
Christian militiamen surrounded and 
cut off the roads leading to Dbayyeh, a 
Palestinian refugee camp on the coast 
seven miles north of Beirut, after an ex­ 
change of shellfire during the night, 
witnesses said. The camp is one of three 
being besieged by Christian forces battl­ 
ing Palestinian guerrillas east of the 
Beirut River for the sixth straight day. 


Moslem snipers put the uptown embas­ 
sy and luxury hotel district into their 
sights by seizing the 40-slory Murr 
Tower. Beirut’s tallest building, police 
said. 


Machine gun duels raged around the 
hotel district for the third time in two 
months as Christian Phalangists and 
Moslem Nasserites traded fire from 
sandbagged positions inside the Holiday 
Inn and the Phoenicia Hotels. 


Political observers here said there 
were increasing indications that the 
Christian-dominated army, fed up with 
nine months of chaos, was considering 
intervention to restore order by force. 


A split between squabbling Christian 
and Moslem factions paralyzed Premier 
Rashid Karami’s government. 


The estimated toll for nine months of 
civil war rose to about 8,360 dead and 
17,760 wounded. 


The current round of fighting was 
touched off when guerrillas from the Tal 
Zaatar and Jisr A1 Pasha camps tried but 
failed to break a supply route through 
Christian lines. 


The fighting spread north to Tripoli 
and east again to Zahle Sunday, claiming 
seven lives, but by morning the situa­ 
tion in both cities was reported calm but 
tense. A security bulletin said clashes 
were still continuing throughout the 
capital.

United Press International 
President Ford will make his first 
primary cam paign trip to New 
Hampshire on Feb. 7, when he will ad­ 
dress the Nashua Chamber of Com­ 
merce, it was announced today. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen told reporters Ford’s trip to New 
Hampshire may last the entire weekend 
and will be paid for by the President 
Ford Committee. 
The announcement of the campaign 
trip came as two polls released today 
showed the P resid en t was the 
overwhelming choice of major new­ 
spaper editors and Republican state of­ 
ficials to beat Ronald Reagan for the 
Republican presidential nomination. 
But former Treasury Secretary John 
Connally said today in Oklahoma City he 
believes Reagan now “has the edge” in 
New Hampshire and Florida. Connally 
said Ford is in “real trouble” if he loses 
those two contests. 
Connally also said there is no reason or 
justification for anyone else to enter the 
Republican presidential race until the 
battle between Ford and Reagan is set­ 
tled Connally, himself, has been mea- 


tioned as a possible GOP candidate. 
At the White House, Nessen told 
reporters specific dates have not yet 
been set for further presidential 
campaigning in the early primaries. He 
noted Ford has said he would enter all 
the primaries but added that his White 
House duties would not permit him to 
campaign in all of them. 
A questionnaire submitted by the 
Washington bureau of RKO General 
Broadcasting to 99 editors of newspapers 
with circulation of 100,000 readers or 
more got 51 responses. 
Eighty per cent of the editors said they 
believed Ford would be the 1976 
Republican nominee. Fourteen per cent 
said they believed the nominee would be 
Reagan, who had announced his can­ 
didacy before the survey was sent out 
Six per cent replied they did not know 
who would get the nomination. 
On the Democratic side, 53 per cent of 
the editors who replied named Sen 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., as the 
likely nominee Thirteen per cent said 
Sen.

No changes recommended 
in paramedic program 


Daily record Veterans, dependents advised 
on meeting school standards 


A special committee of 
county officials will recom­ 
mend to the board of super­ 
visors today that the County 
Fire Department paramedic 
program be maintained as is 
and the Emergency Medical 
Care Committee continue to 
study the long-term role of the 
paramedics 
The committee was com­ 
posed of County Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson. 
Fire Chief John Risdon. 
Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd 
and Special Services Officer 
Frank Gambetta 
The four county officials 
were asked to evaluate three 
recommendations made by the 
Emergency Medical Care Com- 
mittee after a committee 
study, and reported to the 
countv supervisors 
Johnson said the county of­ 
ficials asked by the supervisors 
to evaluate the recommenda­ 
tions took the view that the only 
immediate need for paramedic 
training in the Fire Department 
was to provide replacements of 
present paramedics who are 
promoted or leave the service. 
Johnson said this finding was 
on the committee’s recommen­ 
dation that the Fire Depart­ 
ment. within its existing 
budget, determine if more 
firefighters should be trained as 
paramedics, or whether they 
should be split up and placed on 
more rescue vehicles in other 
areas. 
The countv officials made a 
further finding by saying “in 
the future if North County 
hospitals acquire the necessary 
communications equipment, 
the county should evaluate the 
need for firemen to be trained 
to serve the North County, and 
this decision will depend upon 
the ability of the private agen­ 
cies to provide paramedic ser­ 
vice.” 
It was found that the Fire 
Department now has seven 
paramedics, with training and 
service an enhancement of 
their regular firefighting and 
rescue service assignments. 
Johnson said that in the 
absence of detailed cost ac­ 
counting, "we could not identify 
any extra cost to the county for 
this service.”

A measure which may have a 
profound effect on future 
structuring of the County Plan­ 
ning Commission has narrowly 
passed the Assembly Local 
Government Committee and 
now goes to the Assembly floor.

Dama Agatha—she had been 
honored by the Queen — was 
often called the “ queen of 
detective thrillers." 
The creator of Miss Marple 
and Hercule Poirot, she wrote 
more than 90 books which sold 
more than 30 million copies, 17 
plays and assorted other works. 
In her last book to be released 
— "Curtain," now on the best 
seller lists — she killed off 
Poirot, the famed Belgian 
detective of her novels 
" I’m an incredible sausage 
machine," she once described 
herself. "I always think it must 
end soon Then I ’m so glad 
when the next one cones along 
and it's not so difficult to think 
of something new after all.” 
Her first detective novel, 
“ The Mysterious Affair at 
Styles," was published in 1920 
after several rejectiois. In the 


book she introduced Poirot. 
Miss Marple was bom in print 
some years later. 
Hut it was her seventh 
thriller. "The Murder of Roger 
Akroyd," that cemented her 
popularity in 1926 
Many 
readers still consider it her 
masterpiece. 
Dama Agatha, the plump 
woman with white hair and 
gray eyes, was very shy and 
avoided most interviews 
Before her 80th birthday, 
United Press International 
wrote to her at her South Devon 
home and asked whether in lieu 
of an interview if she would jot 
down a few thoughts about how 
she viewed the world at 80.

Storm clouds gather over Brown's 
flat monthly pay increase plan 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Storm clouds gathered today 
over Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr.’s plan to break from tradi­ 
tion and grant state employes a 
flat $65 monthly raise — from 
low-paid clerks to high-salaried 
bureaucrats. 


Democratic Assembly Speak­ 
er Leo T. McCarthy warned the 
proposal could "collapse” the 
current incentive pay increase 
system and announced he would 
not support it. Two employe 
organizations endorsed the con­ 
cept but deplored the sum as 
“ inadequate and totally un­ 
realistic.” 
The Democratic governor 
called for the flat dollar across- 
the-board increase as part of 
his tight proposed $12.6 billion 
state budget for a new Califor­ 


nia "era of limits.” As ex­ 
pected, it envisioned no new 
taxes and projected a tidy 
$519.3 million surplus, including 
$180.3 million in federal reve­ 
nue sharing. 
Although keyed to expecta­ 
tions of a slightly improved 
economy, the hold-the-line 
spending blueprint for the 
bookkeeping year starting July 
1 envisioned no new major 
programs and made no attempt 
to deal with the pending 
Serrano school finance case. 
At $12.609,102.748, the 
customary record spending 
package represented a 5.2 per 
cent increase over current es­ 
timated spending and reflected 
an 11 per cent boost in growth 
over the $11.3 billion program 
Brown introduced last year. 
Initial reaction expressed 


general satisfaction with the 
proposal, but the revolutionary 
$65-a-month pay raise for state 
employes "from janitors to 
judges" flew into a wall of op­ 
position as the governor ex­ 
pected it would. 
The unorthodox Democrat 
said the traditional percentage 
system of providing salary in­ 
creases was unfair to low-paid 
employes hardest hit by infla­ 
tion when their groceries and 
gasoline cost the same as those 
of the highest-paid bureaucrats. 
"W ere all in the lifeboat 
together.” Brown told repor­ 
ters. "And, if we are going to 
take on more baggage, we 
ought to distribute it equally."

to halt 
diabetes 
RICHMOND, Va. (U PI) - 
Scientists in Virginia and Mas­ 
sachusetts say they have taken 
a giant step toward wiping out 
diabetes, the nation’s third- 
ranking killer after heart dis­ 
ease and cancer. 
Working at Medical College 
of Virginia in Richmond and 
Boston University College of 
Medicine, three clinical re­ 
searchers and an academic 
pathologist said they have 
proven in tests on laboratory 
animals that the onset of 
diabetes is triggered by a com­ 
mon viral cousin to polio. 
The breakthrough points the 
way toward a simple immuni­ 
zation against the diabetes- 
causing virus, they said. Infants 
who inherit diabetic genes from 
their parents then might be 
protected against the metabolic 
disorder.

The candidacy of Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace still rates 
as a prime question whenever 
Democrats get together. Two 
opponents for the Democratic 
presidential nomination said 
Sunday Wallace is unacceptable 
to them as a running mate. 
Wallace said he is a serious 
candidate who aims to be 
elected in this, his last, national 
campaign. 
Republican Ronald Reagan, 
in Florida for the weekend, 
criticized the State Department 
for “ negotiating a giveaway of 
the (Panama) Canal to a Marx­ 
ist, military dictator” and for 
working toward warmer rela­ 
tions with Cuba. 
Appearing on CBS’ “ Face the 
Nation,” Wallace said this was 
his last national campaign — 
unless he is elected president. 
" I’m running to be elected, and 
I have as much chance as any of 
those who are now running in 
the various primaries,” he 
said. 
Four of the seven Democrats 
who spent the weekend seeking 
support in Iowa appeared on 
NBC’s “ Meet the Press.” They 
were Sen. Birch Bayh of In­ 
diana, former Georgia Gov. 
Jimmy Carter, former Ok­ 


lahoma Sen. Fred Harris and 
Pennsylvania Gov. Milton 
Shapp. 
The other three candidates 
who campaigned in Iowa Sun­ 
day — Sen. Henry Jackson. 
Rep. Morris Udall and Sargent 
Shriver — and former North 
Carolina Gov. Terry Sanford 
were scheduled for next Sun­ 
day’s program. 
However, Sanford cut back 
his New England campaigning 
after he was hospitalized Sun­ 
day night complaining of chest 
pains at a cocktail party in 
Salem, Mass. 
Wallace, in his fourth cam­ 
paign for the presidency, said 
he would fight busing if elected 
by appointing an attorney 
general and Health, Education 
and Welfare secretary "who 
would be asking for debusing in­ 
stead of asking for busing." 
The answer to the problem of 
school segregation, he said, is 
"just provide good education, 
and provide freedom of choice, 
and let people atone. ... Non­ 
discrimination, of course, but 
leave us alone." 
He also said, “ I would not 
shed any tears if we eventually 
withdrew” from the United Na­ 
tions. 
On busing, Bayh proposed "a 


positive program with funding 
as an incentive for school 
boards to provide quality in­ 
tegrated education.” He said he 
could not accept Wallace as a 
running mate because he is "a 
symbol of division, not a sym­ 
bol of unity." 
Shapp said the United States 
should be involved in Angola 
only "if the Soviet Union in­ 
tends to set up a naval base."

stances and the apparent lack 
of motive." 
Kelley said he welcomed con­ 
gressional review of the perfor­ 
mance of the FBI and the airing 
of possibly illegal FBI tactics 
when they occur. But he said 
sometimes disclosures should 
be made to Congress in ex­ 
ecutive session to protect the 
safety of informers and agents.

In this time when seldom is 
heard any price description 
other than "higher" comes an 
encouraging word from the 
grasslands and feed lots of mid­ 
dle America . 1976 beef prices 
may stay at 1975 levels. 
There are a few skeptics. But 
down the line in Texas, Arizona, 
Kansas. Illinois and Iowa, 
where cattle are bred, pastured 
and fed to market weight, there 
seems agreement there will be 
more beef at the marketplace 
this year than last and that 
prices should average between 
$1.50 and $1.60 per pound at 
retail on choice cuts. 
That’s not lower - but at 
least it's not going out of sight. 
There is some dissent to this 
January outlook. 
In Iowa, president Oren Lee 
Staley of the National Farmers 
Organization said consumer 
prices historically have risen 
and can be expected to follow 
that trend in 1976. 
Staley said the outlook for 
meat supplies — the factor 
which ultimately determines 
the price — cannot be predicted 
because of farmer uncertainty 
stemming from dropping prices 
at the end of 1975. 
"Prices to consumers have 
continued to go up while farmer 
prices have gone down," Staley 
said "Like any other industry, 
farmers have to have better 
prices to stay in business." 
He said costs of services, 
production and farmers’ opera­ 
tions are continuing to rise and 
will affect market-level prices. 
A slitfit factor in the overall 
picture also may be that 
ranchers who graze cattle and 
sheep on federally owned lands 
this year will pay about 50 per 
cent higher fees to the Depart­ 
ment of Interior’s Bureau of 
Land Management. 
In a statement just before the 


New Year, President Richard 
Lyng of the American Meat In­ 
stitute. 
representing 
major 
packers, said the supply of 
meat will rise about 2 per cent 
and prices will average about 
the same as in 1975. 
He said pork production will 
increase in the second half of 
1976 because of the big 1975 
grain harvest which left feeding 
stocks on hand. But pork output 
will remain well below levels of 
most past years, he said. 
Below the packers’ level, 
there was agreement with most 
of Lyng’s analysis. 
Ed Uvacek, livestock market­ 
ing economist for the Texas 
Agriculture Extension Service, 
explained to UPI at Dallas: 
"We’ve gone back into the 
feeding of cattle. So we will 
have a larger number of cattle 
coming out of feedlots in 1976." 
Feedlots, as distinguished 
from cattle range, are used to 
fatten cattle, some of them 
raised on grass, to market 
weight.

FREMONT, Neb

Rescue 
workers

plosion and fire at the 
Pathfinder Hotel have un­ 
earthed a 12th body and fear six 
to nine more may be tangled in 
the debris of the hotel’s base­ 
ment. 
Rescue workers were resum­ 
ing their search at dawn today 
for six to nine persons listed as 
missing and believed to have 
been inside the hotel at the time 
of the giant blast. 
Authorities said a natural gas 
leak may have been to blame 
for the explosion 
The disaster was described as 
the worst in Nebraska history 
in terms of deaths and injuries. 
F o u rte e n persons were 
hospitalized at Dodge County 
Memorial Hospital for injuries 
suffered in the blast and some 
80 persons suffered minor in­ 
juries. 
The 12th body was uncovered 
Sunday. Four of the dead were 


found on the top floors Saturday 
afternoon and seven other 
bodies were located Saturday 
night! 
The victims included two 
employes of Nebraska Natural 
Gas Co., who were in the base­ 
ment investigating a report of a 
gas leak A third employe, dis­ 
trict manager Bill Van Meter, 
was among the missing 
Utility officials said they 
received a call on an emergen­ 
cy repair number complaining 
of a possible gas leak in the 
hotel’s basement and sent Van 
Meter and two other employes 
to investigate. Company offi­ 
cials said the three were on the 
scene about 30 minutes before 
the explosion shattered the 
buildine 


Hotel manager James Rhodus, 
who was not in the hotel at the 
time, said he hotel employes 
had told him they had smelled 
gas as much as an hour before 
the explosion. 


A team of structural engi­ 
neers from Omaha surveyed 
the ruins of the 58-year-old 
hotel Sunday and said the 
search could be resumed. 
Rescue workers had feared 
their probing might cause the 
remaining portion of the 
building to collapse 


The outside walls were 
standing and the roof was in­ 
tact 
But the brick building 
itself was a shell, with the first 
and second floors collapsed into 
the basement

In the Hula Bowl at Honolulu, the stars 
were supposed to be the running backs 
such as Oklahoma's Joe Washington and 
All-America Chuck Muncie but the hero 
turned out to be Bitterlich, a 5-foot-8, 
175-pound placekicker from Temple who 
was the smallest player on the field. 
Bitterlich, who booted an NCAA 
record 21 field goals this season but 
received less publicity than All-America 
Chris Bahr of Penn State and Dave 
Lawson of Air Force, kicked three field 
goal to pace the East to a 16-0 victory 
over the West.

"When I cam e up to the 16th green, the 
crowd gave ine a big cheer,” Miller, 28, 
who now has won $987,152 and needs only 
$12,841 to become golf's youngest and 
ninth millionaire, said. "Ihat made me 
feel good, but, if I was them, I would 
have been rooting for someone else. I’m 
surprised they aren’t tired of seeing the 
same guy win again.” 
The 68, a score Miller predicted he 
would shoot to win, gave him a 72-hole 
total of 14-under-par 274 and a three shot 
triumph over Twitty, a 1972 graduate of 
Arizona State, who also had a final round 
68 to win $22,800, his biggest paycheck 
since joining the tour last year. 


Miller, who won the Tucson last year 
with a 25-under-par score of 263, said he 
would have liked a big lead going into the 
final round because he feels that once he 
gets on top he can win. As it was he and 
Watson started the last 18 tied for se­ 
cond, a shot behind Weiskopf, who even­ 
tually finished third at 278 and won 
$14,200. 


"It was close,” Miller said. "I played 
my game, and the other guys fell back. I 
never once felt I had it locked up, but 
once I made that birdie putt on the 16th, I 
knew I was in pretty good shape. I feel 
anytime I get in front by two strokes, I 
have an excellent chance to win.”

Bruins, Terps ambushed

Maryland’s trip down "Tobacco Road” and UCLA’s trek 
up the "Oregon Trail” proved to be a lost journey for both 
schools. 
The hardest job of any college basketball team is to win on 
the road, and not even national powers like Maryland and 
UCLA are immune from "The Curse.” 
Second-ranked 
Maryland found that Greensboro, N.C., 
isn't a very nice place to visit on a Saturday night, especially 
if you have to play a nationally-ranked team. The Terrapins 
were handed their first loss after 11 straight triumphs Satur­ 
day night when seveRth-ranked Wake Forest defeated them 
93-90. 
It was an especially satisfying triumph for the Deacons, 
who had been upset by Virginia last Wednesday after having 
vaulted into the top 10 with successive victories over na­ 
tionally-ranked team s North Carolina and North Carolina 
State the week before. 
The Deacons, 12-1, took the lead and never relinquished it, 
although the Terps cut it to one-point twice—the last time at 
88-87 with 1:30 to play. But in the last two minutes, the 
Deacons hit 10 of 10 free throws to insure the victory. 
Wake Forest got superb scoring balance with four players 
scoring more than 20 points. Guards Jerry Schellenberger 
and Skip Brown had 22 points apiece while Daryl Peterson 
and Rod Griffin had 21 each for the Deacons. AU-America 
guard John Lucas of Maryland led all scorers with 34 points. 
The Bruins, after squeaking by Oregon, 62-61, at Eugene on 
Friday night met their match at Corvallis Saturday night 
when Oregon State whipped them soundly, 75-58. 
Center Lonnie Shelton, who went to court to get his college 
eligibility restored after signing a hardship contract with the 
American Basketball Association, sparked the upset with 20 
points. 
It was only the eighth Pacific Eight Conference loss for 
UCLA in the past 10 years and four of those losses have come 


on the Oregon road trip. 
Maryland and UCLA weren’t the only teams to find things 
tough on the road. The remainder of the top 10 also played on 
the road last Saturday, and while each of them won, only No. 
4 Marquette, which defeated Oklahoma City 71-60 at 
Oklahoma City, had things relatively easy. 
No. 1 Indiana had to scramble to defeat No. 13 Michigan 80- 
74 at Ann Arbor ; No. 5 Washington trailed at the half and had 
to rally to defeat Stanford 87-81 at Stanford; No. 6 Nevada- 
Las Vegas squeezed past Iowa State 88-82 at Ames; No. 8 
North Carolina nipped Virginia 85-82 at Charlottesville; No. 9 
Alabama also rallied from a halftime deficit to edge Auburn 
63-62 at Auburn; and No. 10 St. John’s (NY) downed Temple 
70-63 at Philadelphia. 
Marquette, ranked No. 4, had some difficulty early in the 
first half with Oklahoma City but the Warriors’ rugged zone 
defense began to force turnovers and Marquette slowly 
pulled away to a comfortable lead. Earl Tatum scored 23 
points and Bo Ellis added 17 to lead the Warriors to their 
ninth victory in 10 games. 


Kent Benson, a 6-11 center, missed only two of 18 field goal 
attempts and scored 33 points to pace unbeaten Indiana to its 
12th consecutive triumph. Michigan twice fought back from 
deficits of 14 points and Indiana did not wrap up the game un­ 
til Bob Wilkerson scored a basket with 57 seconds left. 


Washington (13-0) rallied from a seven-point halftime 
deficit to defeat Stanford behind James Edwards 25 points; 
Eddie Owens’ 20 points paced Nevada-Las Vegas (16-0) to 
victory over Iowa State and North Carolina (10-1), with Phil 
Ford scoring 27 points, hit on 21 of 25 second half free throws 
to outlast Virginia. 


Alabama (10-1), trailing 38-27 at halftime, outscored 
Auburn 29-8 in the first 12 minutes of the second half and 
hung on behind Leon Douglas’ 19 points to defeat the Tigers 
and St. John’s (11-1), after leading by just 27-25 at halftime.

Soviets found the Philadelphia Flyers’ 
home ice colder than their hometown of 
Moscow Sunday as they met the Stanley 
Cup champions in a game which almost 
didn’t get through the first period. 
At stake was the reputation of the 
National Hockey League, pitted against 
that of Russia, where the Soviet Union is 
turning out some of the most talented 
players in the world. 
The aggressiveness of the Flyers ap­ 
peared not only in the final score — 4-1 — 
but it also was reflected in who carried 
the game fight to whom, with Flyer 
goalie Wayne Stephenson tested only 13 
tim es while Vladislav Tretiak, the 
Soviet s brilliant young rookie, was 
challenged 49 times. 
Philadelphia’s checking of highly 
touted Valeri Kharlamov was the reason 
for the game’s near early end: the Rus­ 
sian was streaking down the right wing, 
puck in tow, when Flyers’ defenseman 
Ed Van Impe sent him head-down into 
the ice. 
Kharlamov lay prone holding his head, 
and his team m ates demanded that 
referee Lloyd Gilmour send Van Impe 
off for tripping. 
Gilmour called no penalty and Soviet 
coach Konstantin Loktev ordered his 
team to the locker room, leaving a stun­ 
ned crowd of 17,077. 
Clarence Campbell, president of the 
NHL, called a huddle with a top official 
of the Soviet delegation. 
"I told him this is no way to terminate 
a series,” Campbell said later. "He 
agreed and they decided to come back. 
They left under the pretext that Khar­ 
lamov was hurt but that was far from it. 
"It is never justified for any team to 
leave the ice.” 
The Soviets returned to the ice, but 
only after Campbell reportedly warned 
them they would forfeit the $14,000 per 
game stipend they were to receive for 
the exhibition. 
Ali vs. Norton 
next big bout? 


LAS VEGAS (UPI) - Ken Norton, an 
impressive winner over Pedro Lovell on 
national 
television, apparently has 
earned himself a third crack at Muham­ 
mad Ali. 
According to Don King, who has 
promoted Ali’s last five fights, Norton 
and Ali probably will m eet in the vicinity 
of July 4 and the likely site appears to be 
New York's Shea Stadium. 
"It looks like George Foreman will 
have to wait,” King said. "I think 
America wants to see Muhammad Ali 
and Ken Norton in the ring aaain. 
“I think the fitfit can be mane around 
July 4. We’d call it the Bicentennial 
Special Freedom Fight. I’d love to hold it 
in New York at Shea Stadium.” 
Norton, the No. 1 contender for Ali’s 
crown, stopped Lovell at 1:40 of the fifth 
of a scheduled 12-round fight at the Las 
Vegas Convention Center Saturday. 
The m oustachioed former Marine 
from Carson, Calif., couldn’t put Lovell 
on the canvas but he had the South 
American reeling in the fourth and fifth 
rounds and referee Ferd Hernandez 
finally stepped in to halt it. 
"Ken Norton showed he deserves 
another chance,” said King, who was.at 
ringside for the fight. "He still has the 
jaw-breaking power. In fact, I think he’s 
stronger than when he broke Ali’s jaw in 
1973.” 
Ali wasn’t here. He’s in training in 
Deer Lake, Pa., for a Feb. 20 cham­ 
pionship -fight in Puerto Rico with un­ 
ranked Belgian Jean-Pierre Coopman — 
the fifth defense of the crown he won 
from Foreman in Zaire. 
"I’m looking forward to fighting Ali 
again,” said Norton. "I think I won the 
second time and so do a lot of other peo­ 
ple. 
"1 knew I was going to beat Lovell. 
He’s a good boxer but I think he was out­ 
classed.” 
King said he planned to sit down this 
week with Herbert Muhammad, Ali’s 
manager, and finalize plans for the third 
Ali-Norton meeting. 
Three years ago, Norton broke Ali’s 
jaw and scored a unanimous 12-round 
decision at San Diego. Ali narrowly took 
a 12-round rematch at the Forum in 
Inglewood, Calif., six months later.

Privacy vs. the right 


to know 


A great furor has arisen in 
recent years over the question 
of the priority of the in­ 
dividual’s privacy vis a vis the 
public’s right to know. 


Obviously from the point of 
view of the press, the public’s 
right to know takes a second 
seat to no other consideration 
in society. We don’t feel an 
adequate job can be done of 
either governing or being 
governed without an unfet­ 
tered access to decision­ 
making processes, as well as 
to those who make the deci­ 
sions. And to that end, the ac­ 
cessibility of records is of a 
paramount importance to us 
all. 


Thus that aspect of the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Ad­ 
m in istratio n ’s proposed 
federal guidelines for handling 
of criminal records has the 
media upset and worried. 
LEAA wants the criminal’s 
right of privacy protected 
through the closing of his 
record to public scrutiny. And 
the contradiction here is in­ 
escapable if we consider no 
person is a criminal until he 


has been convicted of a crime 
against society. And that being 
the case, doesn’t society have 
the right to know as much 
about that individual as pos­ 
sible? 
Records which would be 
closed by LEAA’s proposal 
would include any files 
collected by the FBI, or state 
and local agencies which 
receive LEAA funding either 
directly or indirectly. And 
since all state criminal justice 
information systems receive 
some form of federal funding, 
all files would be closed. 
An interesting example of 
how this might work follows: 
A man by the name of James 
McCord Jr. applies for a 
security job at Democratic 
National Headquarters in 
Washington. The name Mc­ 
Cord stirs a memory in 
whomever takes the applica­ 
tion, so he calls the police and 
asks for any information they 
might have on Mr. McCord. 
Under LEAA guidelines, the 
police would be prohibited 
from telling the democrats a 
guy with that name was one of 
the Watergate burglars.

Restoration in Russia 


LENINGRAD - In his brilliant 
forthcoming book (The Russians), 
Hedrick Smith of the New York Times 
confirms the worst we have suspected, 
namely that the exhilarating movement 
of the dissidents in the Soviet Union has 
been skillfully choked back by the Com­ 
munist nobility, to ghosUy proportions. 
It is reduced to three 
superstars, on whom 
brilliant but episodic 
lights continue to 
shine as they sweatily 
perform their death- 
defying trapeze acts in 
a 
p r o g r e ssiv e ly 
sequestered ring of the 
huge auditorium, once 
filled with an elated 
constituency of ar­ 
tists, intellectuals, 
poets, and pilgrims; 
who for the most part 
are absent now when, with increasing 
frequency, the act goes on. The crowds 
are back in their crowded quarters, 
queueing up for a fresh orange, reading 
— or not reading — the Soviet press; 
dolefully appeasing the ugly demands of 
their ugly society, even though this 
requires them to join in ritual denuncia­ 
tions of the three great dissenters among 
them, Solzhenitsyn, Sakharov, and 
Medvedev. 
They take you, in Leningrad, to Peter 
and Paul Fortress, built in the beginning 
of the 18th century when Peter the Great 
decided to westernize Russia through a 
resplendent new capital. The prison cells 
at P & P bear the pictures and 
biographies of the latest occupants 
before the revolution, the most 
celebrated of whom are the older brother 
of Lenin, and the poet Maxim Gorky. The 
guide will tell you in catch-throated 
sentences about the horrors of prison life 
under the czars. He then tells you that 
the prisoners were seldom incarcerated 
for more than six months, dying 
thereupon on the gallows, or of tuber­ 
culosis; or, subsequently, of overex­ 
posure in Siberia. It is true that Lenin’s 
brother died on the galows. His infrac­ 
tion was that he contributed his scien­ 
tific knowledge to the production of a 
bomb designed to explode the czar. The 
bomb, however, misfired. “Upon his 
death,’’ the guide tells you, “we lost a 
young genius, already at 21 recognized as 
the leading young light of Soviet 
science.“ Those who have followed the 
vicissitudes of Soviet science will un­ 
derstand that its provenance was a mis­ 
fired bomb. 


But that observation apart, it is hard to 
get worked up about executing somebody 
who tried to blow up his emperor 80 
years ago. We will deal with Squeaky 
with condign severity. The other prison

cells record matter-of-factly the death 
dates of their former occupants — in the 
’30s and ’40s of this century, for the 
most part — comfortably escaping ex­ 
ecution. TB, and terminal experiences 
with Siberia. 
The craze in Leningrad, so greatly 
devastated by the German siege of 1941- 
1944, is for restoration. The exquisite 
palaces of the czars and czarinas of the 
past 200 years are recreated with 
brilliant eye and numinous hand, and 
there is nowhere in the world such 
repristinated splendor of decorative 
detail, achieved by a society that will 
hang a sign: DO NOT TOUCH! on a hard 
marble staircase, which sign it would not 
hang over the genitalia of dissenters 
from the system dragged into the torture 
cells for interrogation, unavailable for 
inspection by American tourists. 
There is something about the past of 
Russia that Modem Soviet Russia cannot 
let alone. The exception is intriguing. It 
is the desolate palace of Nicholas and 
Alexandra, the last czars. They will 
drive you right by it to Catherine’s 
Palace, only 300 yards down the road. 
You need to make a major scene to slow 
the bus down to let you look at the one un­ 
reconstructed palace in the great com­ 
plex around St. Petersburg. When, final­ 
ly, the guide sulkily consenting, the 
photographs are taken, she divulges “our 
resentment’’ that “so many Americans’’ 
should be “interested” in the habitation 
of the last cxar. “For us,*’ she says — I 
would guess she was bom 25 years after 
the czar and his family were murdered 
— “the Czar Nicholas is not history, he is 
still evil, he did much to hurt Russia... 
How would you like it,” she asks, “if 1 
went to New York and took a picture of, 
of — the Bowery?” 
Her audience was greatly amused, and 
one of them suggested she would 
probably get a prize from the National 
Endowment on the Humanities, provided 
the picture were gruesome enough. 
Why, one wonders, do they fear so 
much the memory of that pallid, 
awkward, maladroit monarch, drawing 
curtains over his relatively modest 
palace, while restoring busily every 
guilded filigree in every antechamber of 
his ancestors? Is it a psychic fear of il­ 
legitimacy? 
Anastasia-in-the-closet? 
Ihe felt need to immure the link between 
the fastidiously restorated past, and the 
gruesome present? Lest Restoration 
should become more than a craftsmen’s 


Hoover's blackmail tactics 


WASHINGTON - We have established 
beyond reasonable doubt that the late J. 
Edgar Hoover kept blackmail files on 
prominent people, including Presidents 
John F. Kennedy, Lyndon B. Johnson and 
Richard M. Nixon. 
These raw files contained gleanings 
from FBI offices around the country. 
Hoover’s 
minions, 
knowing he liked 
derogatory informa­ 
tion about people in 
power, kept him well 
supplied. 
His agents spent a 
great deal of time, for 
example, observing 
and reporting on the 
sexual adventures of 
celebrities. The choice 
tidbits, ranging from 
pure gossip to vicious 
slander, were swept 
into fattening folders. 
The late FBI chief kept the most sen­ 
sitive folders in his personal custody. 
They were removed after his death, ac­ 
cording to our sources, by his faithful 
factotum. Gyde Tolson. 
These files could have had no possible 
purpose except blackmail. Their ex­ 
istence is disturbing evidence that 
Hoover had turned the FBI into a 
political police force whose snooping 
practices had become all too similar to 
those of Adolf Hitler’s Gestapo and 
Joseph Stalin’s KGB. 
Hoover was not an overt blackmailer. 
His power depended for half a century on 
the goodwill of the nation’s elected 
leaders, whose favor he curried. He, 
therefore, posed as their friend who 
wanted only to protect them from the 
whispers their enemies might spread. 
By this approach, he made them aware 
subtly that he, too, knew their secrets. 
Inevitably, the word filtered through 
Washington that Hoover had a dossier on 
every influential figure in town. 
This whispered word had the effect of 
blackmail, without Hoover having to 
resort to the ugly practice. There were 
few important personages in Washington 
who didn’t wonder nervously how much 
the FBI chief knew about them. 
We spoke to former aides, for exam­ 
ple, of every President since Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. Without exception, even the 
Presidents themselves were convinced 
that Hoover had files on them. 
The reaction of the late John F. Ken­ 
nedy was typical. He was reviewing 
some FBI reports in the Oval office one 
day. Suddenly, he looked up from his 
reading and remarked to an assistant: 
“I’d sure like to see the file the FBI has 
on me.” 
Hoover also used gossip from his files 
to entertain a few key figures, whose 
support he sought to cultivate. In his 


private conversations with them, he 
might drop some intimate details about 
their contemporaries. Or if those he 
courted showed an interest, he might 
furnish them with actual samplings from 
the files 
President Truman made it clear, with 
appropriate profanity, that he had no in­ 
terest in the FBI’s turgid prose, his 
former aides recall. P resident 
Eisenhower, on the other hand, got an 
occasional chuckle from his FBI 
reading, a former associate admits. 
President Kennedy’s ex-aides insist 
that he didn’t care to read about the sex 
lives and drinking habits of the high and 
mighty. But Washington Post editor 
Benjamin C. Brad lee, a close personal 
friend of the late President, has quoted 
Kennedy as telling him: “Boy, the dirt 
(Hoover) has on those Senators. You 
wouldn't believe it.” 
According to Brad lee, Hoover once 
brought Kennedy a picture of a 
prostitute who was cavorting on Capitol 
Hill. This was hardly a matter of great 
national gravity. 
President Johnson was an avid reader

of Hoover’s titillating tidbits, which 
were submitted to the White House in 
secret memos for his bedtime reading. 
Johnson had a fine appreciation, his 
erstwhile aides agree, for a story about 
some big muckamuck’s extracurricular 
love life. 
Sources close to President Nixon tell 
us that he sometimes asked Hoover for 
derogatory details about his enemies. On 
at least one occasion, he personally 
phoned Hoover and solicited dirt about 
us from FBI files. 
The tapes of Nixon’s private White 
House conversations also indicate he ap­ 
preciated Hoover’s potential for 
blackmail. “He’s got files on everybody, 
damn it,” Nixon once remarked ad­ 
miringly. This was followed on the tape 
by an appreciative laugh from aide John 
Dean. 
The truth is now out. Hoover’s agents 
followed the affairs, sexual and political, 
of the nation’s leaders. Ihe FBI also 
spied on other famous personalities who 
had committed no crimes. This was an 
abuse of power that should be outlawed 
by Congress. 


MOBIL’S JAWS: In an advertisement 
appropriately titled "Jaws,” Mobil Oil’s 
business sharks charged we had 
“jawed” them by listing the company’s 
profits at $3.6 billion. 
Mobil caught us in a clerical error, 
which we are happy to correct. We mis­ 
takenly called the $3.6 pillion “profits” 
instead of “income.” But the point of our 
report is stUl the same: Mobil paid only 
1.6 per cent in federal taxes on this whop­ 
ping $3.6 billion income. 
The 1.6 percentage figure comes from 
a tax study released by Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash. Since tax studies can 
differ, we checked other studies. The 
most favorable one for Mobil, conducted 
by the respected Tax Analysts and Ad­ 
vocates, gave the company the benefit of 
a 3.6 percentage rate. The difference is 
hardly enough to brag about. 
The oil barons contend these tax 
studies don’t reflect the “taxes” they 
pay to foreign governments, for which 
they receive credit from the U.S. 
Treasury. But virtually every tax expert 
agrees that these foreign payments 
aren’t really taxes but royalties paid for 
the right to pump oil. 


'Document detectives' 


There’s that old saying, build a better 
mousetrap and the world will come 
knocking at your door. 
Well, there, is a new enterprise 
flourishing in Washington, D.C. It is all 
due to the passage of the Freedom of In­ 
formation Act which has pried open the 
files of federal agencies. Of course, 
thanks must also be 
given to the ever­ 
growing volume of 
facts, data and docu­ 
ments churned out by 
the government and to 
the 
p er v a siv e 
p r ese n c e 
of the 
federal bureaucracy in 
every aspect of our 
lives. 
The new enterprise 
is called document 
retrieval, a field in 
which some half-dozen 
firms have sprung up in recent years 
with names like Disclosure, Inc., 
Federal Filing Service, Fast Federal 
Services, 
Washington Researchers, 
Washington Service Bureau and FACS 
(Fast, Accurate, Confidential Service), 
Inc. 
Who’s taking advantage of this new 
document retrieval enterprise? 
A large corporation, for instance, 
wants to know how the Federal Trade 


Commission might react to an action it is 
contemplating. 
A widow with a claim with the 
Veterans Administration needs her 
husband’s Army serial number. 
A businessman wants to set up a profit- 
sharing plan and needs details from the 
Labor Department. 
A consumer’s group wants to find out 
how a certain product fared in a Con­ 
sumer Products Safety Commission test. 
The answers to these and thousands of 
other questions from corporate ex­ 
ecutives, lawyers, financial institutions 
and private individuals are available in 
the bulging files of this or that govern­ 
ment agency. But who knows where to 
look or has the time or resources to go to 
Washington to get the information? 
That’s where the “document detec­ 
tives” come in. 
Most requests are processed within 24 
hours. For that kind of service FACS 
charges a fee of $7.50, plus 50 cents a 
page for photocopying. If a customer 
must have the information the same day, 
the charge is $10, plus 00 cents a page. If 
he can wait a week, the charge is $6, plus 
35 cents a page.
